Court Will Fix Few of Trustee Wal- 


ter C. Mete to 
be 1'aid 
From Interest. 


It will take at least two or three 


months before natural gas consum- 
ers in Newark will receive the re- 
hate of 1 1-2 cents 
per thousand 


feet consumed and paid for during 
a period of five years. 
This rebate 


is due from the escrow fund created 
in 1911, of which Walter C. Metis, 
president of the Newark Trust com- 
pany is trustee. 
This delay is unavoidable, and 


will be necessitated, by the 
vaft 


amount ol clerical work which will 
have to be done under the direction 
of the trustee, before the amounts 
due each consumer will be ascer- 
tained and made available for pay- 
ment. 
Some idea of the magnitude of 


this task may be realized when it is 
known what must be done. For in- 
stance, every month the gas com- 
pany turned over to Mr. Metz a list 
•of consumers and the amounts paid 
'by each, from which 4 1-2 cents per 
thousand went into the trust fund. 


There are about 7,000 upon this 


list, which will necessitate the op- 
ening up of that number of accounts, 
and this involves a mountain of de- 
tail work, which will have to be 
done. 
The status of the fund is as 


follows: 
Amount to be paid to consumers 


hy trustee, $191.568.32. Upon this 
amount chore has been uaid as in- 
terest, $1-1,000. 
From this interest 


has been paid tire expenses of the 
surety bond of 
the 
trustee 
and 


taxes' amounting to ?7,300. 
Total amount of accumulated in- 


terest, |6,700. 
From this $6,700 there will have 


to be paid all expenses, including 
trustees' compensation, clerk hire, 
and many other incidental expenses 
connected with the law suit and the 
administration of the trusteeship. 


The court costs in the case will 


have to he paid by the gas company, 
and it has been estimated they will 
amount to approximately $5,000. It 
is understood the record upon which 
the case was taken into the Supreme 
court of the United States cost about 
$1,300, but with these costs the es- 
crow'fund or the city has nothing 
to do. 
The personal compensation of the 


trustee has been taken care of. 


As to the fees to be paid to law- 


yers connected with the case, rep- 
reseiitins the city, (which in fact 
means the consumers of gas), this 
matter has not 
been 
finally de- 


termined. 
The work of F. A. Bolton, who 


began the original suit in 1911, con- 
tinued after his term as solicitor ex- 
pired and until the case was finally 
disposed of. For the work done dur- 
ing his term as solicitor his salarv 
provided. but that done since will 
have to be paid for. Edward Kibler. 
Sr., was retained by Solicitor Ralph 
Norpell to assist in the case and his 
fee will have to be paid. 
Solicitor Ralph Norpell has done 


splendid work, but receives his com- 
pensation from his salarv. so that 
Bolton and Kibler are the only at- 
torneys having unsettled claims. . 
These men probably will submit 


hills which will be examined by So- 
licitor Xorpell who either will O. K. 
them or leave it for a court to de- 
termine what reasonale compensation 
will be. 


Mr. Norpell said this morning: 
"These lawyers should be well paid 


for their services, and I want this to 
be 
done. 
Howevr. 
I want the 


amounts to be reasonable and no 
doubt they will be. It is my opin- 
ion however, that these fees and all 
other expenses contracted during this 
rate case by the city, should be paid 
out of the "interest that has accumu- 
lated upon the escrow fund. 
I be- 


lieve it no more than equitable that 
the city as a whole should be reim- 
bursed for whatever has been spent 
or is to be spent out of the public 
treasury in the prosecution of this 
case to successful issue. 
"It is true the city of Newark 


-was a party to the suit, but the case 
•was originally brought and most ad- 
mirably handled from first to last 
on behalf of the consumers of gas. 
a laree proportion of the community 
it is "true: but by no means the en- 
tire population. 
"Had the gas company won t.ie 


case, no consumer would have had 
to pay a penny and I can conceive 
with difficulty any 
one of small 


enough mental calibre to insist that

body else to do it for us, but by do- 
ing- it ourselves. 
It is rather a mat- 


ter of individual and corporate re- 
sponsibility than of governmental ac- 
tion. 


''The government has, however, 


done mucii to pave the way by the 
creation of such "bodies as the feder- 
al trade commission, the federal re- 
serve board, the 
federal 
shipping 


board and the federal" tariff commis- 
sion. It has enacted laws forbidding 
unfair foreign competition. 
It has 


established and is enlarging a great 
foreign service, the best of its kind 
in the world, for tlie direct promo- 
tion of American commerce. Through 
great research laboratories, 
it 
is 


studying and solving the problems 
that lie behind industry. All state- 
ments to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, there is no government in the 
world that does more, if it does as 
much, for the aid of business as our 
own."
